Custer  County 

Located  in  southeastern  Montana,  Custer  County  is  Montana's  16th  most 
populous  with  1 1 ,372  residents,  according  to  the  200 1  estimates  produced 
by  the  U.S.  Census  Bureau. 

Miles  City,  the  county  seat,  is  the  state's  10th  largest  city  with  a  popula- 
tion of  8,487.  The  city  has  been  a  major  trade  and  services  center  for 
more  than  100  years.  Ranching  and  fanning  remain  the  foundation  of  the 
area's  economy.  Nicknamed  the  "Cowboy  Capital  of  Montana,"  Miles 
City  is  host  to  the  world  famous  Jaycee  Bucking  Horse  Sale  held  annually 
in  May. 

According  to  the  Montana  Almanac,  by  authors  Andrea  Merrill  and 
Judy  Jacobson,  the  county  was  established  in  1877  and  named  for  Lt.  Col. 
George  A.  Custer  killed  in  the  Battle  of  the  Little  Bighorn  in  1 876.  The 
county  was  originally  part  of  the  old  Big  Horn  County.  The  authors  note 
Miles  City  takes  it  name  from  Civil  War  and  Indian  wars  veteran  Gen. 
Nelson  A.  Miles. 

According  to  the  U.S.  Bureau  of  the  Census,  median  income  for  Custer 
County  households  in  1999  was  $30,000.  The  county  is  3,793.4  square 
miles  in  area;  3,783.3  square  miles  in  land  area  and  10. 1  in  inland  water 
area. 

County  residents  experience  the  four  distinct  seasons.  According  to  the 
Western  Regional  Climate  Center  (airport  readings),  the  average  daily 
low  in  Miles  City  in  January  between  1971  and  2000  was  7.4  degrees 
above  zero.  The  average  daily  high  in  July  was  87.9  degrees  above.  The 
annual  precipitation  during  the  same  period  was  13.49  inches.  The  growing 
season  was  from  May  9  to  Sept.  29  (last  and  first  frost).
